can astronomers, Professor Young of 
Princeton and Professor Harkucss of 
Washington, in 1SD6, by means of the 
spectroscope. 
The spectrum of coro- 


tiium is characterized by a bright line 
in the green. 
Of course the gaseous 


corona cannot be seen v.'ith the nuked 
eye or -with the telescope.

scope is required to prove the presence 
of the gaseous envelope of the sun. 
The visible corona is produced by the 
reflection of sunlight from billions of 
small particles 
which 
occupy the 


spaces ou cither side of the sun and 
revolve aroanil it as night flies cluster 
round au electric street lamp.

.otal eclipse the direct light of the 
.amp (the sun) is shut off, but the 
swarm of particles is still illuminated, 
;md it is.visible. We do not see the 
corona every and any dtiy at noon for 
tho reason that it is a little less bright 
than the general illumination of our 


atmosphere. It is usually project- 


ed on a background of about the same 
jrilliaaoy as itself, and then, of course, 
.s not separately visible. 
But when 


the moon shuts off the direct light of 
the sun the corona stands out against 
a darkened background and then, and 
hen only, can be seen with the naked 
eye. 


The beginning of a total eclipse is 


marked by a small black notch in the 


right circle of the sun caused by the 
dvancing IEOOB. The moon is black 
ecsuse its (lark side is turned toward 
s (it Is.new moon). At a total eclipse 
te moon gradually covers more and 
more of the sun's disk until only a thin 
rescent—like the sickle of the young 
loon—remains. To the general spec- 
ator. there is little to notice, unless !t 
e the altered shapes of the images 
ormed by the small holes or apertures, 
ke tlie spaces between the leaves of 
tree for example. 
Under ordinary 


rcumstances the image of the sun 
iade by the solar rays that pass 
hrough a small hole—in a card, for 
xample—arc circular In shape, like the 
jape of the sun itself. When the sun 
crescent, the images or the sun form- 
by snob holes are also crescent, and 
the observer is under a .'large tree 


the appearance is quite striking. The 
experiment is worth trying at any rate. 
and it serves to pass the time till the 
approach of totality. 


As the light of the sun is dimiuisheu 


in quantity a change of Its color is also 
remarked. This grows more aud m&re 
pronounced and gives to the adjacent 
landscape that strange and weird ef- 
fect which lends so. much to.the in>- 
pressiyeness of n. total eclipse. . Tbe 
rays, of the crescent snn which'now 
light the landscape come from points 
near the sun's edge, and therefore pass 
through a greater thickness of the so- 
lar atmosphere than .usual. The sun's 
itrnosphcre. like our own. absorbs pro- 
portionally more of the blue-rays.- And 
therefore the Sight -becomes progress- 
vely more and more red just at sun- 
sets.

The object 
of using the lubricating material was 
to stick the cap to the armor plate- 
form with the soft metal a firm sup- 
port for the rest of the shell as It enter- 
ed the target and grease its way into 
the armor. 


Admiral Sampson was using soft 


steel for tbe cap and graphite for the 
lubricant when bis term of office as 
chief of ordnance expired and he was 
ordered to the Iowa, Mr. Johnson be- 
gan conducting experiments and suc- 
ceeded In overcoming the chief difficul- 
ty—that of attaching the soft nose to 
the projectile proper. He took out pat- 
ent rights on his Invention, and these 
were acquired by the United States 
two years ago. 


Experiments with soft capped projec- 


tiles were conducted by the naval ord- 
nance bureau three years ago while 
Admiral Sampson was its chief. A ta- 
ble showing-the results, prepared at 
the time, was outainrd by the reporter 
the other day. In every case the cap- 
ped projectile penetrated deeper iato 
the target than did the uncapped pro- 
jectile. 
The targets were plates of

fend Other Provisions of this Xaval 


Bill as Passed by Seuatc. 


Washington, May 15.—After a dis- 


tussion lasting five full days, the sen- 
ate passed the naval appropriation bill. 
Practically four days days were de- 
voted to the consideration of the 
armor plate proposition, which was 
agreed to finally as reported by the 
committee, with the exception that the 
secretary of the navy is authorized to 
make contracts only for such armor 
as may be needed from time to time. 
The secretary of the navy is authorized 
to procure armor of the best quality 
at $445 per "ton, but ii he be unable to 
obtain it r.t that price he is then au- 
thorized to pay $545 per ton for the 
armor for the battleships Maine, Ohio 
and Missouri, and,proceed to erect aa 
armor factory to cost not to exceed 
$4,000,000, one-half of which amount is 
made immediately available. The com- 
mittee's proposition carried by a vote 
of 32 to 19. The secretary of the navy 
is directed to purchase, five Holland 
torpedo boats at a price not exceeding 
1170.000 &3ch. The "free homes" bill 
was passed without a murmur. 


St. Jjouis Strilto Settlement.

portant developments in the streetcar 
strike situation.

Ir.g'ig, a missionary of tlie Presby- 
terian faith, bad just completed a tour 
of 100 miles, about Ajmere. 
In his 


journey one rnorning he dlsco%-ered -10 
dead bodies lying beside tbe road. 
Tbey v,-ere men ::nd women •wbo, driv- 
en from home at last by hunger, iiad 
started out for relief and died of weak- 
ness ou tiie way. 
Tlie rie±t niorain; 


he. passed 32 bodies of such unfortu- 
nates aud tlie next 23. One young lad 
was dragging the body of his father by 
th« heels to save it fn..-na thu jaukais. 


To quote tbe words of t'ao Bombay 


goTCTBir.ent, "destitution has reached, 
or will reach, a higher stratum of so- 
ciety than has ever before been affect- 
ed since- the country carne under Brit- 
ish rule.-" The famine area covers 300,- 
000 square miles, or five times the size 
of Engiaud. Thousands of farmers iu 
regions where rain has always been 
abundant aud who have never kuowu 
poverty are this year bogging for 
broad to sustain life and falling dead 
of hunger ia quest of help. 


There are great relief camps outside 


of every city where thousands of men 
and women are breaking stone in the 
glaring' sun or doing other work for a 
few cents a day, to bo exchanged tot- 
food. The rates of payment vary ac- 
cording to the funds iu the hands or" 
the relief committees. 
From 4 to is 


cents a day, according to tiie strength 
and efficiency of each, an; paid. Most 
of ibfise tiious-iii'ii'js.: come to the relief 
stations absolutely nnlwd. Indeed they 
bring very little but their bones and 
their hunger. 


In every city it is no unusual thing to 


sec scores of children looking Iu the 
dirt ::!>"! refuse of the street, lil.c chick- 
ens, for seeds of grain.. Women stand 
on the street corners begging people 
who pass to take their babies out of 
their arms -j.na carry them away where 
they ni.-iy have food. When one con- 
siders that the mother may not for n 
Ions time, if ever, see the cbiid again 
once it lias been sent away from her, 
lie will know what famine means. 


It is to save the lives of such victims 


as these and to alleviate suffering 
in the facaine districts generally that 
the fund has been raised. 
A large 


aiuonut bas already been cabled to and 
distributed by the missionary commit- 
tee at Bombay, exclusive of the cargo 
or corn,sect on tbe steamer Quito.

AMERJCAN MINISTERS INSTRUCTED 


Would Have Data on tlie Subject, as 


the Colonies Are Regarded as 


a JUcuaoi to the Mon- 


roe Doctrine, 


"Washington, May 16.—In view of the 


significant references to the enforce- 
ment of the Monroe doctrine by Secre- 
tary Root, Senator Lodge and other 
prominent men, to « state department 
has taken steps to secure data on the 
subject The burden of these speeches 
has been tlie startling Increase of the 
German colonies in South and Central 
America, -which have been regarded as 
menacing the Moaros doctrine. It also 
has befen asserted that these German 
colonists maintain their home customs 
in the new land, deal most exclusively 
with Germany, use only the German 
language, haws almost autonomous 
governments •within the limits* of 
American republics, and are iri fact 
little Germanies wherever located. 


The state department has addressed 


an instruction to every minister and 
consul in South and Central America 
to inform the department fully on all 
the points to -R-hich reference is isade. 
Of course Germany is not referred to 
by name, for such a direction might 
naturally give umbrage to the German. 
government. The circular applies to 
colonists of all nationalities, though ! 
'.t is of course expected that the consuls 
in compiling- their reports will dilier 
entiate the colonists.
